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characterized as “but one of the 
more striking of a long and sad 
series of repressive and hostile 
measures” taken by the Czechoslo- 
vak regime against the Church dur- 
ing the year. 

Archbishop MecNicholas said that, 
“for all practical purposes,” China 
“may be regarded as having fallen 
under communist domination dur- 
ing the year.” He declared that, 
despite “representations in the 
highest quarters,” advisers to the 
U.S. occupation authorities in 
Japan have not ceased periodically 
to stir up “propaganda for the 
legalization and promotion of 
systematic population control.” The 
year also presented the Church 
with special problems in Korea, 
where occupation troops were with- 
drawn, and in Germany, where 
occupation troops remain, but 
where the functions of the Amer- 
ican Military Government were 
transferred to the State Depart- 
ment. The Archbishop called 
attention to the fact that “the re- 
cent unfortunate developments in 
Palestine” caused the N.C.W.C. 
Administrative Board to issue a 
publie statement on this sybject at 
its April, 1949, meeting. 

Education 


Referring briefly to a large num- 
ber of varied developments at home 
which touched upon the work of the 
Church and its institutions, Arch- 
bishop McNicholas, directed special 
attention to those bearing upon 
education and health work. He said 
tWat “the question of Church- 
State relationship continued to be 
debated widely,” and that it had an 
“unusually important bearing” on 
the discussions about proposed 
Federal aid to education which, in 
some respects, “overshadowed” all 
other concerns that occupied the 
attention of the N.C.W.C. during 
the year.

This leaves 150,000 people 
to be resettled before the end of 
June, 1950, if the United States 
is to offer a haven to the 205,000 
people permitted entry by the Dis- 
placed Persons Act. These people 
will make good citizens; many are 
professional or skilled workers? all 
are willing to do any kind of work. 
But they need invitation. They 
must have homes and they must 

ve jobs. Without these, they 
Cannot leave the camps which are 
the only homes many of them 
have known for years.

Mrs. T. J. Carlin, Fort Wayne 
Diocesan chairman on , Immigra- 
tion afid Americanizafion, tells 
what is done in our diocese to help 
in the resettlement program: 

The newly arrived immigrant to 
the United States is rather bewild- 
ered and somewhat apprehensive. 
He is and feels himself to be an 
alien; a stranger in our midst. It 
is the duty of this committee: to 
visit the newly arrived immi- 
grants and make them feel at 
home in the community and to 
make a satisfactory adjustment in 
this country; to assist in solving 
their problems; to lend a helping 
hand to our foreign born fellow- 
women; to become familiar with 
Immigration laws; to help the 
foreign born to become good Amer- 
ican citizens; to promote and con- 
duct Americanization classes for 
those who do not feel at ease in 
large classes conducted in public 
schools; to keep in constant touch 
and keep up their morale at all 
possible times. 

Great strides have been made in 
each of the five deaneries of the 
diocese. Bessie Waupsh is cur- 
rently conducting Americanization 
classes for these people at St. Fran- 
cis parish, East Chicago. Employ- 
ment reports show almost 100%. 
Gary deanery reports 80% employ- 
ment and the organization of 
Americanization classes at the Al- 
erding Settlement House in Gary. 

The following statement was 
given to one of the field workers by 
a Displaced Person in New York, 
“we do not look for a paradise; 
we look for a home, for a country 
without concentration camps and 
torture chambers; a country which 
gives protection. A country in 
which we are judged according to 
our good will and our ability, and 
not according to our race or creed; 
a country in which we breathe in 
freedom—freedom of speech, of 
religion; freedom from want and 
freedom: from fear.”

The Bishops counseled that the 
preeminent right to guide the 
child’s spiritual and moral forma- 
tion belongs to the Church; the *at- 
ura} right to govern and supervise 
the child’s nurture and general edu- 
cation belotigs to the parents, while 
society is vested with “the right 
to transmit, generally by means of 
schools, the cul heritage of 
successive generations.” The Bis- 
hops said it is the function of the 
state to assist these three agencies 
to discharge their responsibilities 
harmoniously and in the best in- 
terest of the public welfare. 


“The state must ever keep in 
mind,” the Bishops state, “that 
children belong to their parents be- 
fore they belong to the state.” 
Emphasizing that 35 years of 
war and its effects have wrought 
inealeulable injury to family life, 
the Bishops call for an intensive 
effort to restore the virtues and 
practices guaranteeing family sta- 
bility and peace. 

“With confidence in the help of 
God, through Jesus Christ, His 
Son,” the statement asserts, “and 
with constant faith in the interces- 
sion of His Mother, the Immaculate 
Mary, we urge all families to 
strive by their prayers for the re- 
storation of pure family life. Let 
all recite the family Rosary. Let 
there be a renewal of devotion, a 
frequency in the reception of the 
Sacraments, a rebirth of all those 
virtues which make family life a 
mirror of the Holy Family of 
Nazareth. Joseph, the honest 
workman, is still the guardian of 
families. Mary, the Mother of God, 
is the blessed Mother of every 
Catholic home. And Jesus, subject 
to them, His creatures, is the model 
of every child. To Jesus, Mary and 
Joseph, we commit your hearts, 
your souls and your homes.” 

“The world, which discounts su- 
pernatural faith in God’s revela- 
tion, praises family life,” the 
statement asserts, “declares its 
place and function essential to hu- 
man well-being, and speaks with 
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high sentiment of the sacredness of 
the home.

They 
asserted that the state measures 
its true strength by the stability 
of family life among its citizens. 

“At its best,” the Bishops assert, 
“the school is only a strong aid to 
the home. Good citizens must first 
be good persons. School courses in 
civics and political science, and in- 
spirational studies of the lives and 
works of patriotic leaders, meet a 
practical need. But these alone 
never make good citizens. Virtue 
is best developed in a good home 
where God is held in reverence. 
And virtue is the basis of good 
citizenship.” 

The Bishops said that the inter- 
ests of the world today are mater- 
ial, not spiritual. They asserted 
that “the western world today still 
proclaims human dignity” but that 
“in the main it treats man,’ physi- 
cally, as the product of materialis- 
tic and mechanical evolution.” They 
added that the world “recognizes 
@ vaguely conceived spiritual insti- 
tution. which it calls “the Church” 
but treats the Church ‘as.a collec. 
tion of welfare centers, a human 
thing and not divine, which is to be 
formed into a unified instrument 
of social action by general conces- 
sion and compromise.” ;

You decided to do the thing thor- 
oughly: you would issue a weekly 
list of classified pictures running in 
local theatres and send it out to 
members of your organization, or 
deliver it to the class rooms of the 
school, or post it on the church bul- 
letin board. 

And then your headaches began. 

You found that in some weeks 
the current Legion of Decency list 
did not contain even half of the 
titles scheduled in the local houses! 


So you got together all the mat- 


erial you could lay your hands on: 


movie lists, trade publications, per- 
haps even the Motion Picture Al- 
ee put out by the Quigley Pub- 
ped began to realize that quite 
a few of the pictures locally shown 
were, old pictures; they may have 


been released to the public any time 
in the last 20 years! You diseov- 
ered that the current Legion of De- 
cency list contained only the pit- 
tures produced within the last half 
a dozen months. 

In complete despair you wrote 
to the national office of the Legion 
of Decency. They promptly sent 
you eleven brochures which con- 
tained successively the pictures re- 
viewed under the present Legion of 
Decency setup from February 
1936 to November 1947.
